4. LETTER NOTES THAT OF 4 MILLION DOLLARS OF UNICEF'S 
SPECIAL ASSISTANCE PROJECTS APPROVED POR ANGOLA THIS 
YEAR, SOME 2 MILLION DOLLARS CAN BE ATTRIBUTED TOWARD 
REQUIREMENTS IN COORDINATOR'S APPEAL, ESPECIALLY 
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IN FIELDS OF HEALTH, EDUCATION AND TRAINING. IT 
OBSERVES THAT INICEF IS NOW ENDEAVORING TO RAISE 
BALANCE OE 5.5 MILLION NEEDED UNDER THESE HEADINGS. 

5. THE WORLD EOOD PROGRAM (WEP) WILL HANDLE LOGISTICS 
AND MONITORING OF FOOD ASSISTANCE UNDER THE EOOD PRO- 
GRAM, THE LETTER NOTES, AND WEP HAS IN COORDINATION 
WITH ANGOLA GOVERNMENT ASSIGNED A FOOD LOGISTICS 
EXPERT TO LUANDA OT ASSURE EQUITABLE DISTRIBUTION 

TO AFEECTED POPULATION. 

6. IN REGARD TO THE U.S. CONTRIBUTION OE 25 PERCENT 
OE THE EOOD NERDS, THE LETTER SUGGESTS THAT SINCE 
PART OF THESE NEEDS HAVE ALREADY, OR WILL SOON BE 
MET, THE USG MIGHT CONSIDER, IN CONSULTATION WITH 
WEP, MAKING AVAILABLE THOSE ITEMS WHOSE PROPSOECTS OE 
SUPPLY ARE NOT CURRENTLY BRIGHT. THESE WOULD PROBABLY 
BE: CANNED FISH OR MEAT; VEGETABLE OIL; ENRICHED FLUR; 
AND MAIZE MEAL. 

7. UNHCR RPOPOSES TO REELECT USG CONTRIBUTION, 

WHICH IS OE UNDETERMINED DOLLAR MOUNT AT THIS TIME 
AS EOLLOWS; 

QYOTE. THE GOVERNMENT OE THE UNITED STATES HAS 
ANNOUNCED ITS INTENTION TO CONTRIBUTE APPROXIMATELY 25 
PERCENT OF THE FOOD SUPPLIES REQUIRED UNDER THE APPEAL, 
PLUS THE EREIGHT OE THESE COMMODITIES TO LUANDA AND
